Now that the United States Courts 
have decided that polygamy is no 
crime, says the San Francisco Post,

The news frem the western ranges 
makes it certain that the less on 
cattle and sheep is much greater 
than at first reported.

New York, Feb. 28. 

Those who have watched the attrac- 
tive and completely equipped theater 
here, which is known as Morse’s, say 
that nearly $100,000 have been ex- 
pended in putting the house into its 
present shape, in supplying a large 
stock of expensive scenery and in pro- 
viding costumes and properties for 
the production of the “ Passion,” and 
bills for all these expenditures, it 
would appear, have been promptly 
met. Who the pefsons are who have 
rendered Morse this financial assist- 
ance has been a matter for much cu- 
rious and eager speculation. Mana- 
ger Abbey, and Thomas Maguire of 
Califorma, who was associated in its 
production in San Francisco, have 
been mentioned as probable parties, 
as have also a number of Roman 
Catholic clergy. These reports haye 
been found, one after another, ground- 
less. While looking for a capitalist, 
it seems, Morse was approached by 
Ferris whom he had known in San 
Francisco. Ferris interested an old 
associate in business and a brother 
Californian, Severance, and a lease of 
the present building was immediately 
obtained. A Wall street man of well 
known wealth, named Roberts, has 
been mentioned in connection with 
the scheme, but stated that he simply 
advanced money to Severance and 
Ferris on security and on their per- 
sonal credit, and that he has no imme- 
diate interest in it whatever. Sever- 
ance and Ferris, it is said, were some 
years ago men of enormous wealth in 
substantial business positions in San 
Francisco, but they have of late years 
been very unfortunate in their busi- 
ness ventures. 


A Growl from Mexico. 
NEw Lon, Feb. 28. 

A Mexican correspondent addresses 
a letter to the Herald complaining 
against American steamship lines 
which run to Mexico from New York, 
New Orleans and Galveston, that they 
don’t land passengers or cargo, but 
treat their obligations with slight 
when they have to anchor in Mexican 
ports, often many miles from shore, 
and impose heavy charges for landing 
by lighter or other small crafis upon 
passengers and shippers and con- 
signees of goods. Whether a griev- 
ance of this kind is pertinent to di- 
plomatic negotiations with Mexico, 
and suitable for regulation in the pro- 
posed reciprocity treaty, as our cor- 
respondent suggests, may admit of 
doubt and argument, But it certainly 
deserves the attention of all concerned.

Single 
eyes cut deep yielded 152 bushels, 
ordinary cuts yielded — bushels, 
and whole potatoes yie 83 bush- 
of merchantable potatoes per 
acre. Here isa hint: A man 
used one quart of sawdust in each 
hill of potatoes in one plot and none 
in another. The sawdust hills 
yielded twice as much as the others 
and the tubers were larger and 
smoother.

CATTLE ON THE PLAINS. 


The Effects of a Storm Upon Large 
Nerds Hou the. Animals Seek 
Mhelter—Great Losses this Sea- 


“on. 

The Chicago Tribune gives an 
interesting sketch of the effect of 
the recent severe storms on the im- 
mense cattle interests of the west. 
While stockmen in the vicinity of 
Reno report no loss and an excep- 
tionally open winter, the cattle men 
of the prairies estimate their losses 
at $2,000,000, Press dispatches sent 
from Cheyenne by the Stock 
Grangers’ Association last week, to 
the effect that the intensely cold 
weather had caused no loss what- 
ever to the cattle and sbeep herds, 
were, like all reports from that 
association, entirely unreliable, 
being biased by their interests in 
the “bull” side of the mgrket. 
Cheyenne bas now become a center 
for the cattle interests of the Mid- 
dle Rocky mountain region, and 
large sales to foreigners are being 
constantly negotiated at that point, 
Hence the bias of the dispatches to 


boom cattle raising as an invest- 
ment that never suffers loss. 


UNUSUALLY COLD WEATHER. 


The intense cold that has just 
has not been equaled before 
7 — in many years, All 
through the great valley of Salt 
Lake, in Utah, which has an aver- 
age elevation of 4,200 feet, the mer- 
cury reached a minimum of 2 to 
35 below zero. In Wyoming, Col- 
orado, and Idaho, where the eleva- 
tion was much greater, the cold 
was propertionately more severe. 
For three days along the Oregon 
Short Line, which runs from Gran- 
ger on the Union Pacific, northwest 
into Idaho, the spirit thermometers 
indicated 46° below zero, A number 
of persons were frozen to death, and 
a large loss to ‘the live stock inter- 
ests resulted. Along the Utah & 
Northern Railroad, from there to 
Montana, a greater degree of cold 
was felt. At the summit of the 
route the spirit thermometers gave 
a minimum of 58° below, and all 
work was stopped in tbe grading 
camps and elsewhere, Every stream 
in the country froze up, and many 
of the rauchmen turned out to cut 
holes in the ice to relieve the suf- 
fering stock. 


KANSAS AND NEBRASKA, 


The stockmen in Nebraska and 
Kansas say that, while the cattle 
have thus 4 been in fine condition 
the great depth of the snowfall will 
cause an immense loss unless an un- 
expected thaw should occur to bare 
the hillsides and furnish both grass 
and water. Four years agoasimilar 
snow-storm occurred, coverivg the 
great plains of Kansas from the base 
of the Rocky Mountains to the Mis- 
souri river, a distance of 600 miles, 
entailing a fearful loss of cattle, while 
all the herds in the mountains where 
the hillsides were bared by the wind, 
escaped. Sheep require coustant care 
and ae and unless sheltered 
at night will frequently . —— en 
masse in a snow- storm. Cattle, on 
the contrary, are hardy and accus- 
tomed to rough it for themselves. 
It is their instinct to retreat before 
severe and protracted § storms. 
Turning their tails to the wind and 
storm, they will drift in great herds 
for hundreds of miles, until they 
reach a milder climate, unless in- 
duced by a positive change of 
weather to halt. In that event they 
will ruminate wherever they flud 
water, or else return to their own 
ranges. Two years ago, during a 
month of intense cold, the great 
bulk of cattle which saved ‘their 
lives drifted before severe storms 
from “the north all the way from 
Northern Colorado and Southwes- 
tern Nebraska to the region of the 
Arkansas river, some going as far 
south as the Indian Territory. Last 
Winter all herds remained on their 
ranges, the oecasional cold snaps 
causing no movement among them, 


A LARGE STAMPEDE. 


Telegrams from Eastern Colora- 
do and Western Kansas state that 
a large stampede eccurred there 
among the cattle, extent not known. 
One herd, numbering thousands, 
— to the South of Denver, 

eading forthe mountains. Amon 
them were some of the celebra 
lliff brand, whose range is 100 miles 
away, which distance they had 
traveled sines the beginning of the 
cold sua The canyons of the 
Platte river were supposed to be 
their destination. e same in- 
stinct which eauses them to drift 
hundreds of miles in a protracted 
march leads them to a place of shel- 
ter from a tem storm. Their 
drifting tow the mountains is 
considered a hopeful sign, being 
taken as an indication that they are 
only seeking shelter from the sever- 
ity of the winds. This protection 
is given by the raviues and can- 
yons of the foothills.

THE WORST SNOW BLOCKADE 


For years, attention * be called 
to the fact that Gen. Hazen, the 
gentleman who has charge of our 
national weather, predicted a few 
months ago that January and Feb- 
ruary would be free from severe 
storms and cold—that, in short, we 
would have a mild and open Win- 
ter. The Rocky Mountain Winter 
began so, but has taken a grand 
tumble. Unfortunately the cold 
snap, ranging from 25 to 45 degrees 
below zero, which almost regularly 
drops down upon the cattle ranges 
of the west in March, came this 
Winter in January, leaving several 
months of Winter weather still 
ahead. 
COLORADO. 


The cattle in all parts of Colorado 
are fat, and had an abundance of 
grass up to the present fall of 
Snow: Several stock men tele- 
graph: Cattle fat enough to 
stand three weeks of cold weather 
without food; if driven south 
ward they can reach a warm region 
before starvation or death by freez- 
ing occurs. If a thaw ensues and 
a freeze follows before the snow is 
gone, the grass will be encased in 
ice and starvation will produge 
great losses, even if a drive is be- 
gun.“ Letters from Teller and 
other points in the north and mid- 
dle parts of Colorado State that the 
cattle are suffering from the lack of 
water, the streams beiug frozen oP 
during the cold snap, and there is 
— sufficient snow to moisten the 
eed, 


THE SWEETWATER, UPPER PLATTE 
AND OTHER REGIONS: 


Advices ſrom the Sweetwater 
and Upper Platte region state that 
the snowfall was not as heavy as 
in eastern Wyoming. The losses 
in cattle are reported at one per 
cent., andin sheep about two per 
cent. The capital now invested in 
cattle in Wyoming aggregates $30,- 


000,000. 

In the Bitter Creek country the 
loss of sheep was very large. Cattle 
drifted badly during the storms, 
and ranchmen have not as yet as- 
certained the amount of damages 
to their respective herds, which may 
aggregate more than expected. 

Reports from the Beaver state 
that the sheep suffered a great deal 
during the storms, especially the 
old ones, a large number dying. 

Advices from the Medicine Bow 
region state that while ons 
spots have been left by the drifting 
of the snow, the cattle have suffer- 
ed from the intense cold. 

A teleg an from Laramie states 
that dead antelope have been found 
on the roads along the Little Lar- 
amie river frozen to death. Num- 
bers of cattle have perished. The 
snow covers the huge expanse 
known as the ‘‘ Laramie plaine,’’ 
and no bare place was visible. The 
cold was inteuse, ranging from 35 
to 45 below zero. 

A letter from a eattle man in 
Cheyenne says: In this city and 
for miles in every direction the out- 
look is the darkest. The snow lies 
on a level to the depth of ten te 
thirty-five inches in an uobroken 
waste. The cattle on all this vast 
range cannot obtain a morsel of 
grass, and there is no tmmediate 
— 2 of their chances being bet-
